Hollar Grabbi had returned from Toronto in the morning of llj Doc. 6 $ and 
was contacted by telephono lata in the afternoon. Conversation at firot dealt 
wiU»--irho events in Toronto, Grabbi told that no had mot E. Heine nt tho door 
o/Gthw Estonian House prior to the presentation by poet K. Lepik. Koine was 
fistributing hanabill3 derogatory to Lepik and Grabbi received two copies.

In subsequent conversation Crabbi felt it necessary to ask my opinion about 
the presence of Soviet academic Viktor Palm during poet Lopik'r, presentation in 
Now York, Vfhen told that a nur.be r of people were unhappy about lack of advance, 
warning, C-ratbi explained that be had sent an invitation to Palm Just to see whet 
happens and that Palm had arrived a little after the. meeting began so he could 
not break into the proceedings. When asked how he mot Palm, Graboi explained 
that about a' month ago Palm came to Washington end contacted Rein Silterberg in 
order to crr9ngo for a meeting, Silberborg in turn csked Grabbi to come along. 
They both want to Palm's hotel. Thera Grabbi proposed to continue the meeting 
under-more convenial surroundings ai his home. Palm agreed and taking along a 
bottle of Georgian cognac t’no trio proceeded to Grabbi 'a place. The conversation 
lasted almost all night during which timo Palm had only three drinks. According 
no Grabbi Palm had many interesting things to tell about Estonian Communist Party, 
much of which if revealed would bo very harmful to Palm. Palm however appeared 
to be a dedicated communist, 

Roin Silberberg wa3 contacted by phono in the evening of lit Dec. Ke confirmed 
Grabbi' s story about meeting with Palm. Silberberg is in correspondence with an' 
academic at Tartu University. When this person had hoard about Palm's proposed i 
visit to USA, he had given Palm Silbergerg's address and asked Palm to look him up„ 
Silberberg left the impression that he had asked Grabbi along because he seems 
to believe that Grabbi has the necessary experience and official contacts. When 
asked, Silberberg told that he had contacted hie Security Officer afterwards and’ 
rendered a report,. 

Rein Silberberg is in his thirties, recently married. Ke is an excellent 
phycisist employed by Naval Research Laboratory. Ho is however very r.aivo and 
has a very simple personality, very friendly and straightforward in character, 
apparently quite ignorant on "facts of life" 

It was also established that Grabbi had extracted a promise from Jaan Toots 
(Bureau of Standards) not to mention to anyone that he knew about Palm’s visit 
with Orsbbi.

"Events involving Hollar Orabbi, Viktor Pal* and Kalju Lspik" 

Hollar Orabbi had rotumed from Toronto in the Homing of ll* Dec* 65 afrl 
wu contacted ty telephone lata in tha afternoon. Conversation at first dealt 
with tho rronta in Toronto. Orabbi told that ho had mat K. Kaine at tha door 
of tha Eatonlan House prior to tho prooontatlon by poot I. Lepik. Halo* wao 
distributing handbills derogatory to Lopik and Orabbi received two copies. 

Heins was Tory friendly and Mentioned daring a brief conversation that tha trial 
with Raua is ceasing op. in a aonth and that Hans' lawyers are traveling all onr 
tho world trying to collect derogatory inforaation about hi*. Orabbi noted that 
author Vlirlald seemed to act as a personal body-guard to poet Leplk. During 
e party at a later date whore Mr. and Mrs. Vlirlald were present, Mrs Vlirlald 
(Heine's sister-in-law) remarked that their relations with Heins had cooled off 
considerably due to Heine's hate campaign against a number of people. 8 he however

- Kalju Lopik is known for his radical views. 

- Ho belongs to the same group with I. Iliste, I,. Grunthal and I. Laaban, who in 
their speeches during previous visits to Toronto have presented a soft attitude 
towards communism. 

- Ho belongs to the so-called "Free Estonia" group, Ho ho3 published writings 
in the now extinct periodical "Free Estonia". In the same periodical Rein ' 
Taagepera published his article ironical to our republics about the "potato 
republic". Rein Taagepera and Helmo Raag, who bolong to the some group presented 
a memorandum to U.S.A State Department undermining the legal continuity of the 
Republic of Estonia. According to the explanation given by Dr. Aun, persons 
belonging to Free Estonian group had knowledge of this memorandum. 

- He sent together with Ilmar Laaban and Raimond Kolk in the winter of 196ti a i 
sympathy telegram to Spanish communist poet Carlos Alvares because of hi6 
imprisonment by Franco regime. (At the same time the Spanish radio, within 

the framework of "Voice of Free Estonia" was broadcasting encouraging speeches' 
and sounds to homeland Estonians) .

• He made a speech prior to his journey to U.S.A. and Canada in the Swedish Estonian 
National Council. He had bitter words for Estonians living in emigration, but | 
not a single complaint about the occupants of- the homeland. He condemned "the' 
picketing against fellow countrymen who are suffering under the occupation" and 
complained that "under the pretext of fighting for independent Estonian, people 
of differing views are persecuted."
